Same On Peaches.
Similar results are expected in Con-

necticut peach orchards as a result
of work on peaches that has 'been done
in the Hale orchards at Seymour and
South Glastonbury, The agricultural
department now has- - three years' rec-
ords of selected peach trees In those
orchards, which records show- a con-
sistent individual variation in different
trees as to' the quantitx and grade of
their fruit. It is understood that these'records wiU form the basia of great
improvement in Connecticut peach
orchards through - selection In' bud-
ding. ' , .

' . Baldwin Crop Every Year.
The now system of improving trees

or other plants is wonderful It is
similar to breeding' line livestock. Bald-
win apple trees gra known aa alter-
nate, croppers; tthat is, ttuey are apt to
produce, good crops only once every
two years. Expert Shamel says that
he ba seen soma Baldwin trees in
Connecticut which, In a 'oft
year for the Baldwin crop, weresfully
laden with fruit. By breeding from
such trees as theae Mr. Samuel be
lieves that the alternate cropping
habit of the Baldwin variety can be
reduced to a minimum and most of
the trees made to. bear fulL crops
every yean Tits possibilities in this
discovery with reference to apples and
peaches are tremendous. Along the
line of this discovery, Mr, Shamel
said recently.-- - . ,

"In the Hale peach orchard at South
Glaatoobury wet have secured three
seasons' performance records of four
petch varieties having the alternate
habit of production. In theae varl
eties our records show that not only
did the fruitful peach trees bear large.
nae crops in the off season, but also
in the following general bearing sea
son these fruitful type trees produced
the largest and best crpps in our four
performance record plots, without ex
ception. There is absolutely no expla
nation for this condition aside from
bud variation and hereditary fruit-bearin- g

habit. May U not be possible
that the same Condition exists in con
nection with the behavior of different
types? May we not expect to find reg
ular producers, from which regular
bearing varieties may be propagated ?

Mr. Samuel An Expert. -

Jr- - Shamel believes that the meth-
od of breeding by bud selection can
be pursued

'
successfully with almost

al kinds of fruits, nuts, grapes, ber-
ries and all plants propagated by bud
ding or related means. He seems qual
ified to. speak wut the results of
breeding plants by the selective metn
od. He has labored successfully In
the line of breeding through seed se
lection In Connect lout before this. He
is credited with evolving a variety of
corn by seed selection which especial
ly suits the climate and soil of the
Connecticut valley and whidh has
yielded over 200 bushels per acre. He
was also the . originator, through se
teetive breeding, cr a variety of as
paragus which resists successfully the
inroads o! the asparagus rust, wnicn
formerly rendered asparagus growing
precarious in Connecticut anc Massa
chusetts. ,. .

REPUBLICANS CAN PURGE

CAUCU8. OF BULl MOOSERS

Statute 9 Who . Pan --Vote Is Very
. . .. Explicit '

'The Incident of alleged buH tnoeeers
being active aa voters in the republl
cga town eauoua at West Hartfqrd
last week has attracted attention all
over the state. In many .towns the
registrars are being pestered with in
quiries whether it is the intention of
the republican registrars of voters to
allow the adherents of the third party
to participate in the selection of can-
didate on ther town tickets of the re
publican party. The law in the matter
has been looked up, and its quoting is
timely. Here It is:

Chapter 265 of the Public Acts of
1809,- entitled "An Act : Concerning
Political Primaries and Caucuses,
section 6. page 1248, reads as follows:

"Whenever the registrar of voters
of any. political party, or any- deputy
registrar thereof in cases where It is
provided by law that the deputy reg-
istrar shall act In the place and stead
of the registrar, shall be of the opin
ion that any person on the enrollment
list of the polities! party which said
registrar ar deputy registrar repre-
sents is not affiliated with or in good
faith a member of that political party
and does not intend to support its
principles or candidates, said registrar
or deputy registrar, as the case may
be, shall cite such person to appear
before himself and the chairman of
the town committee of such political
party, or before himself and tha chair
man of ths same party committee of
tfte ward or voting district, if in
town divided into wards er voting
districts; or, whers there is no such
chairman, or, la the absence or disa
bllity of such chairman, before him
self and any enrolled member ef the
same political .party, chosen by such
registrar or deputy registrar, to show
cause why his name should not be
erased from said enrollment list. Such
citation shall be in writing and shall
state the time when and place where
such person shall appear, and shall
be served upon or" left at the usual
?ilae ot abpde of such person at least

days, befase the time fixed for
Such hearing upon said citation, which
time shall not be leas than one week
before the next gucqeeding caucus or
primary of such political party. The
person leaving or serving such cita
tlon shall make record of the date
and time of leaving or serving the
same, and shajl make a return to the
registrar or deputy registrar within
i nours or tn a ate ana time wnen
sucJi citation was left or served. If
at any such hearing It shall appear
to such registrar and such chairman
or party member," or to such deputy
registrar and such chairman or party
member, as the ease may be, that it
is not the bena fide intention of said
person to affiliate with, or that said
person Is not affiliated with such po-
litical party, and dees not intend to
support the principles or. candidates
of such party, his name may there-
upon be erased frem the enrollment
list of such party, In ease any elector
upon whom a citation to appear, as
herein previded, has been served shall
faU to appear at the time and placo
fixed for sueh hearing, said registrar
er deputy registrar may take such
action as to the erasure of the nttme
of such elector as the facts Bhall .war-
rant."

Investigation and experiments In
Connecticut apple orchards will soon
b.' undertaken by the department of
agriculture,' with, a view to the im-

provement, of apples in quality and
quantity. The work wilt be along the
line of improving the fruit and the
fruit trees through bud selection. Sev-
eral years will perhaps elapse' bejore
the ultimate results of this work will
oe manliest, much of the work being
in the nature of preliminary studies.
The work 'Will be in charsre of A. D.
Shamel, physiologist of tha oSce of
field investigations in pomology,
branch of the government department
of agriculture's bureau of plant indus
try, Mr. snamei 1 well known la
Connecticut.. He. la now traveling la
the northeastern states for the depart- -

raent and will, look over the Connecti-
cut fruit situation, in, the near future;.

Like California Method.
The tnetbods he will pursue, and

others will pursue under bis. direction
or in wKh-hi- are aim- -
liar to those that have been tried and
proven in the orange graves, of Cal-
ifornia and elsewhere The . work is
based upon the wel known scientific
prmcnpie mat mere is a great oiner-enc- e

among individual trees and
plants of the same variety. For in
stance, Mr. Samuel has already made
observations on Baldwin apples which
indivate individual variation in the
bearing quality of the trees and in the
quality and size of the f1 fruit. The
scheme is to examine apple trees in
various orchards in Connecticut, pick
out the heavy bearers and the light
bearers and study them. These select-
ed trees wil be; oarefulty watched.
The. fruit will be picked, graded,
weighed, counted and sod from each
tree separately, so that the value, of
each individual selected tree as a
fruit producer will be known. The
results of these observations will be
cadrefully tabulated and preserved.
constituting what are technically
known as performance records of the
trees. ; -

Whole Orchard Up to Standard. "

This process will be , continued
throughout a season and repeated
perhaps for another season or. two
additional, the results for each sea-
son being compared witih the other.
The yield, size, quality and selling
price o fthe fruit from each tree will
be noted, t In this way t Is expected
that the very best individual Baldwin
or other apple trees In an orchard
wil be definitely located. The plan
will then be to bring the whole or-
chard up to the standard of its best
trees. This will be done by propagat
ing from the selected trees, by graft-
ing buds from them onto Inferior
trees, , by cutting poor producing
trees, replanting, or otherwise. Tfoe
bud selection and grafting mtntbod is
believed best. On the Pacific coast it
has been shown that orange, lemon
and grape fruit trees of the same
kinds vary greatly and that they can
be brought to a uniform standard as
indicated. It is - predicted that the
Connecticut apple work will result in
Increased receipts from orchards to
the amount of perhaps hundreds of
dollars per acre annually, by cutting
out Inferior trees and making every

Ernest A, Smith of Pawcatuek Brings
; Suit in 8uprsm Court

Ernest A. Smith of Pawoatnck has
brought, suit against Henry P. Walton
and Deputy Sheriff William Casey of
Pawcatuek to redeem certain property
against which proceedings of fore-- .

NATIONAL GUARD OFFICERS
MUST STUDY DILIGENTLY

Six . Years' Course Provided for in
Orders from Adjutant General's Of --

fies Begins November 1,

There have been Issued from th
adjutant general's office orders for th
regulation of the prospective schools
for instruction for commissioned and

officers of the Conne-

cticut-national guard. These schools
are to be held from November 1 to
May 31 under ths supervision of the
regimental commanders and eontrol of
the inspector-instruct- or from tha, reg-
ular army assigned hers by ths war
department. '

A four year course is prescribed by
the regulations, each year divided into
four periods. A careful reading of
the order gives conclusive evidence
that the day of show and sham has
gone by for tha state militiaman. In
the ( first school year Infantry drill
regulations, field service regulations,
small arms firing manual amf manual
of guard duty must be studied, the
orders setting forth the books and
parts of the books to be studied. In
the seeend year administration and
military topography are added. In the
third year military topography, map
problems and map maneuvers, admin-
istration, military law and militia law
of the state of Connecticut, The
fourth year provides for map prob-
lems and maneuvers, fluid engineer
ing, hygiene, military law and militia
law.

After eempleting this four years'
course, officers muat take a post grad-
uate eeurse ef two years.

.The sclioeis far the nen-ee- will
beerin October 1 - and end April 30.
